Her Sanitary Condition a Menace, Poisi- 


' btytothe Whole World. 


KEW YOHK, Jar.: 20.—A despatch from 


Havana to the Sun says: There are now 
2,063 cases ot small pox I" Havana. At 
Guanajay, in Pinar .del Rio,'vblch-hu 
only 10,000 inhabitant's, there are 467 cues. 
Yellow fever and malaria are also ravag- 
ing the country, and It may be safely af- 
firmed tfcat the sanitary condition of Cuba 
is a far greater danger to the United 
States 
than 
the 
much-feared 
bubonic 


plague ot India. At the end ot March the 
depressing, TV arm weather will begin here, 
and then diseases of a contagious nature 
will spread twice as fast as during'the 
ivinler. Cuba is nor.' a focus of 'disease, 
and may oeconie a source of danger, per- 
haps to the whole world. The small pox 
was introduced here by the soldiers from 
Spain. 


The Era conduits by which the sewage 


of Havana pours into the bay are. more 
dangerous than advantageous lo the public 
health. The cloacas, as they are called, 
infect the capital with their noisome 
odors, and produce an acute form of per- 
nicious fever, from which children die in 
n few hours and adults often succumb. 


In San Antonio de Los Bailees, Havana 


province, once a rich town, thousands of 
peasants are now without means of sus- 
tenance. They have no houses to live In, 
and in one small hut as many as five fami- 
lies are often crowded. The country people 
have also teen fleeing in large numbers to 
Havana. They fill the streets as beggars, 
and present a most pitiable spectacle.

Keelhauling was a method of naval dis- 


cipline particularly 
to vogue with the 


Butch navy, for as Van Tromp swept-the 
Channel with a broom at hi* mast-brad, | 
his countrymen sometimes used -human 
: 


"sweepers under their keels. 
In large 


square-rjggeti vessels the victim 
was 


lashed to a spar, and had Iron weights se- 
cured to his feet; spans were secured to 
this spar, and lines were led from it to 
the main-yard. When all was ready the 
culprit was swayed up to the main-yard, 
dropped Into the sea, and hauled under the 
ship, to the other side. Here Is the way 
Marryat describes its operation in that 
small cutter where Smallbonea suffered, 
and Scarlcyow was thought to be a dog- 
fiend. "This ingenious process," he writes, 
"is nothing more nor less than scudding a 
poor navigator on a voyage of discovery 
under the bottom of the vessel, lowering 
htm down over the bows, and with the 
ropes retaining him exactly In his posi- 
tion under the keelson, while he Is drawn 
aft by a hauling-line until he makes his 
appearance at the rudder-chairs, generally 
speaking quite out of breath, not at the 
rapidity of his motion, but because when 
so long under the water he had expended 
all the breath In his body and Induced to 
take salt water In lieu. In the days of 
keelhauling, the bottoms of vessels were 
not coppered, and In consequence were all 
studded with a species of shell-fish called 
barnacles, which attached themselves; and 
as these chels were all open-mouthed and 
with sharp cutting points, those who un- 
derwent this punishment (for they were 
made to hug the keelson of the vessel by 
the ropes at each side fastened to their 
arms) were cut acd scored all over the 
Ixxly, as If with so many lancets, gen- 
erally coming up bleeding In every part. 
But this was considered rather advanta- 
geous than otherwise, as the loss of blood 
restored t,be patient It he was not quite 
Ororned, and the consequence was that 
one out of- three, it Is said,- h;»ve been 
known to recover after their submarine 
txcurslon."
